Washington and (gettysburg, or even a national road extending 
across the continent. 


But there has been a stronger feeling that neither road or 


bridge would have as monumental a character as a T em ple, their 


purposes of traffic and every-day usage preventing tin* impres­ 
siveness of the purely memorial structure. 
it seemed fitting that the memorial should be moulded in 
>ome abstract form of art, typifying Lincoln’s character. 
Tile site chosen lies in the midst of a large area of unde­ 
veloped vacant land on the banks of the Potomac. 
It is admirably suited, its isolation no less an essential eh**' 
blent in enhancing the effect than it is in keeping with the man 
who stood alone, apart in his serene, distinguished and patriotic 
life. 


The landscape will accentuate the horizontal lilies along 
which the proposed memorial has been carefully planned. 
It 
will be a one-story Temple, nearly two hundred feet long by 
about half the width, and will stand in tin* center of a circular 
terrace a thousand feet iii diameter. 
The topmost terrace, in the center of this great circle, will 
be rectangular in shape, its long side facing the Capitol. 
typifying the original thirteen states, a flight of thirteen 
'tops ascends to the top, and at the foot of the terrace, towards 
i! M ashington monument, is planned a beautiful lagoon, re* 
Acting the memorial in its surface and adding to flu* pictur­ 
esque effect of the graceful structure. 
I he Temple is to be surrounded by a white marble colet 
nade, thirty-six* Doric columns, typifying the thirty-six states 


113 I he Union at the time of Lincoln’s death. An artistic decora­ 
t e frieze will consist of forty-eight memorial festoons, typify- 
nig Hie present states of the Union. 


An heroic* statue of Lincoln will be placed in the Memorial 
i,fh proper and set to face the approach from the ( Capitol. The 
Fysburg speech will be engraved in the center of the north 
aud Lincoln’s second inaugural address in the center of 
south wall.
